'Prom the collections In the Chateau 
de Ramezay;4and , the be Forest Wing 
of tlie Metropoiltan Museum in New 
Yorlc, it seems' clear that progress was 
made by the arts In North America 
during the' colonial period. The lead- 
ing families had sought to beautify 
their own homes, but little had been 
done, either in New Prance or In New 
England, to create collections to grat- 
ify the artistic sense of the community 
at large." In fact it was not until 1847 
that there came into - existence, a 
Montreal Society of Artists, stated the' 
speaker. This society organized loan 
exhibitions In the Bonavcnture Hall, 
and . at the same time the Mercantile 
Llbra^Tr Association held a. public, 
exhibition of 300 'pictures. , 
Develop Interest ' 
The second half of the -v^century 
ihowed signs of a quickening Interest 
In education and art among the Eng- 
lish citizens of Montreal. Sir William 
Dawson became P;incipal of Mc6ill 
University in 1855 nnA aided the de- 
velopment of that In-tituiipn by many 
gifts and endowments. In 1860 the 
Art Associations - of Montreal was in- 
corporated and its activity began with 
the establishment of an annual ex- 
hibition of paintings. 

These exhibitions .were designed to 
encourage . local painters and to stim- 
ulate ' tliè"purchase . by private _ collec- 
tors of more eminent works than had 
been brought to Montreal hitherto,

the mcmtiers of that society. "During 
its first decade the Art Association had 
not only crystallized such interest In 
painting as existed already in Mont- 
real, tfut^ad^^^begun^^t^^^ stimulate a 
frosh' îriterestïint art as an agency, for 
the embellishment of human life",said 
Mr. Colby 

The next step in the development of 
the Association, was the. erection of a' 
building in which to house the pictureis^ 
which formed the permanent collec- 
tion at that time. Benaiah Gibb, who 
was then Vice-President, gave the lapd 
and a building fund was begun by J. 
W. Hopkins who designed the build- 
ing. The Gallery v/as opened In May, 
1879. 

' Fine Collections 

At the time when the Art Associa- 
tion has Its headquarters In Phillips 
Square, there were a number of priv- 
ate collections of^ remarkable quality, 
which through the medium of the Art 
Association were made accessible to 
the public. - • 

"In 1012 the present building in 
Sherbrooke Street was completed and 
opened by the Duke of Connaught. 
Though its dimensions are consider- 
ably larger than thos.é of Its predeces- 
sor, thère is again a need for more^ 
space. 

Mr. Colby then gave an outline of 
the character ' of the collections at 
present and the services which the in- 
stitution seeks to render to the public 
and to. Its own members. "Although

Names Of War Heroes Per^

Saturday wlU marit the twenty- 
seventh anniversary of the founding of 
ICacdonald CoBege. This coUege was 
teected to. meet the agricultural and 
domestid heeds of the province by Sir 
William Macdonald in 1907. The 
Pounder's Day will bo celebrated In 
fitting manner. It Is expected that 
Cotonel Bovey will be among the sev- 
eral speakers > of the afternoon. A 
memorial clock to all Macdonald stu- 
dents killed In the war will bo unveil- 
ed, and. an iilttmlnated manuscript 
eontal^S t ^Mte^ n ames of those stu- 
ieolta '^S^^elfS^c^tefi In the care of 
the librarian. 

Sir WUUam^Macdonald made a pur- 
chase ')^^Pmns at Ste. Anne do 
Bellevue' in ^1903. Here he erected the 
buildings for tlie college, four years 
later. Macdonald College grew, rapid- 
ly from these beginnings, and it was 
soon foiihd necessary to enlarge the 
existing faolllties. Sir yuUam ob- 
tained' tlveemore farins," wlîîch he do- 
nated to the college with a million 
dollars. This was In 1913. At this 
time he also covered the deficit of the 
college. -When Sir' William Macdon- 
sdd'died. hé left Macdonald College a 
further million dollars in his will. 
Realized Ideal 

The founder of Macdonald College 
.was born on, February 10, 1831, in 
Prince Edward Kand, where he was 
brought up and whei^ ho received his 
Alucatlon. He was Ijora of high line- 
age, ; and the Macdonald family was 
iî^éîiiikho wn. In his early youth, he 
eatne^to' the city .»?,; MontifeaL. . Here 
he set about making himself a success 
in. business. Finally, he realized tliis 
ideal In Jitu^obacco IMustry^ jind; 
up the extensive fim - which tod^ 
bears his name. ' 

Sir William MacdOnald carried his 
philanthropies further than Macdon- 
ald College; and McGIll University Is 
Indebted to this man for numerous 
buildings on the campus today. One 
of these is the. McGlll Union. Be- 
sides his contrlljutlons of buildings, 
Sir William founded many; scholar- 
sihlps, professorships and travelling 
fellowships. It Is fitting that the stu- 
dents of the coUege that perpetuates 
ids name should remember a man who 
contributed so muoh to humanity.

Canada 1934 

The Dominion Bureau of Statl'stics ahnounces 
the publication of the 1934 edition of the official 
annual, handbook de.iling, hi •fconvenient and handy 
form, with present conditions anO recent progress' 
in the' Dominion. ' ' * 

The publication opens with a forcward by the 
Hon. H. H. Stevens; an introductîoiV of eight pages 
touches on the world situation as it affects Canada 
and summarises the Canadian internal situation as 
it stands at the close of 1933.' Chapter 1 deals with 
the Fliysiogiaphy of Canada 'and its' Influence on 
the settlement cf the country and Chapter 2 surveys 
the salient features of Canadian, history. Treat- 
ments ot.all. phases of national endeavor including 
Populatiou, Wealth and Prodiictlon, Agriculture, 
Forestry. Mining, -Water Powers, Fisheries, Fur 
Trade, Manufactures, Transportation, Ti-ade, Fin- 
ance, Labour, Education, etc., follow in sufficient 
detail for the general reader and "so far as the 192 
pages of matter permit. 

The book Is designed to give a concise but wéu- 
rounded picture of the current Oahadlon situation 
to those at home lind abroad, and to provide a bet- 
ter basis of Information .for the. discussion of 
Canadian affairs generally .and in particular fpr 
dealing with the business problems of 1934. It is 
freely iUustratéd. - The latest available information 
Is included in each section, the figures in many

Iron And Iti Proddclà 

The manufacture of iron . and ^ stOTHSl 
products is one of Canada's b.nslc jiiauStrl 
ore is not now produced in Canada; as the known 
deposits though extensive, are not of sufficiently 
high-grade. to permit economic recovery..upder.>j?r,e^- 
ent conditions. Yet there has been, built "g^^^- 
ary steel Industry of, considerable importaj^^wSd 
the secondary or fabricating industries liave been 
expanding steadily to meet the country's increasing 
requirements. > 

There are now four concerns which make pig 
iron' in Canada, one being In Nova Scotia and three 
In pntario. The former uses Nova Scotia coal and 
iron ore from the 'great Wabana deposits which it 
controls, on Bell Island, Newfoundland, while the 
Ontario works are dependent on foreign ore and 
coal, which are brought from the Unite^i. States. 
These companies liave blast furnaces with a -rated 
capacity of 1^6 . million tons of pig iron per annum. 
Open hearth steel furnaces and rolilng-mlUs are 
also operated by these companie?, which produce 
steel ingots, blooms and, billets, bars, rods, rails 
structural sliapes, plates, slieets,.rail fastenings, etc. 
Including electric steel furnaces, there were 28 steel 
plants in operation in 1931. which, with" the 19 roll- 
ing nUlls, 4 pig iron plants and 2 fc-rro-alloy plants, 
represented a capital of $104,500,000 and employed 
8,026 Imnds to produce primary, products worth $36,- 

Among the secondary' industries,' tlie production 
and maintenance of railway cars, locomotives and 
parts 1» of first importance. In 1931 there were 38 
plants for this pui-pose, and 21,773 workers were em- 
ployed. The value of products was $67,866,070, which 
was $37,000,000 lower tlian in 1930. • 

Automobile manufacturing Is one of Canada's 
largest industries with 9,545 employees, products 
Valued at $59,07f345 and a capital .investment of 
$59,638,057 in 1931. This was i}ot, a representative 
year and the figiues are hardly indicative of the real 
importance of the industii'. Recently a number-, of 
new auto ahd triick faôlories have beeii established 
la Canada, so that there are now .26 Xaotories in 
operation, with a yearly capacity of 'about 400,000 
vehicles. -, 

There are also nuniei-ous works for the manu- 
facture, of machinery, agi-lcultural Implements, sheet 
metal pi-odiMJts, foundry products and similar articles, 
of iron and steel, and the variety of products .made- 
in these eatablishments.ls'increaaing yearly. 

Activitiei Of Carnegie 
Corporation In Camda 

The Carnegie Corporation of New York admin- 
isters a special'fund set apait by Andrew Carnegie, 
the founder, for the British Dominions and Coloiiles, 
The report of the Corporation for 1933 recoi'ds the 
appi'oprlatlon of "about $750,000 from this fund for 
the advahoement of Educational activities fn Can- 
ada. The greater part of the sum goes to the bulld- 
hig up of university 'and college libraries, aud to the 
^^^micnt of some of these institutions, but large 
sums! ai'e included, foi" the advancement i.of public 
activities and .other forms ot educational service for 
the oi-dlnary citizen.' 

"Thçi'o is $60,000 .for the inauguration of a public 
library-service to covei-' the whole cf Prince Edward- 
Island. , A similar, sei'vice, in, the Praser Valley of 
British Columbia -was introduced as a demonstra- 
tion in 1930, .it a cost of $100,000 tp the .

About ff^ehh. Anthracite Coal , 

The market for South Wales anthracite coal has 
been slowly increasing even during the depression, 
writes the Canadian Trade icommlssioner at Bristol 
•England, and tlie r.pthi-aplte industry is the one 
bright "spot In the Welsh coal Ijade today. Tremend- 
ous strides have been made in recent years in the 
production and ^repartition of W^elsh' antliradte. 
Pracllcttlly every under-ttaklng: has modernized its 
surface equipment, and some producers liaye in- 
stalled laboratories at various centres of distribu- 
tion. The success of these methods Is evidenced by 
the increitslng demand for Welsh antliraolte in 
home and ' foreign markets..: 

The comparative ' prosplerlty In ' the aatlu'acltc 
trade' i»as bpen attributed largely to tiie Increased 
demând from the British Dominions, particularly 
Canada. It is reported that 1,360,000 tops of Wçish 
anthracite co^l were exported tc ' Canada from 
Swansea and Port Talbiot during the 'past season, 
wtilch ended the middle of November, -conntltutlng 
a record for shipments to the Dominion from these 
ports. In 1932 total exports of 'V^'etoh anUiraclte 
to Canada amounted to 977,395 tons as against 609,- 
2ai.tons In lMl, .67B,983.,tbns" in' 1880, and 504,858

point to such a possibility. Dalladler 
has no more real strength in the 
Prenoh Chamber today than he had 
a month ago when he relinquished 
power to the .Chautemiis, n^hiistry, 
which m turn féU as 'a result of - a 
banking scandal. When he faces the 
deputies today, Paris will be an armed 
camp, with mllltla reinforcing and 
even displacing the police force. Press 
reports tell of mobs threatening the 
government, - and . içerhapS ; Dalladler 
may have to resort .to -strong' iàctlbn 
should he liot be supported by the 
Chamber. 

Not only Is there the rife problem 
of internal conditions that must be 
given immediate Attention, but there 
Is aiso the; financial problem of main- 
tenance of . the gold istandard. and the 
ticklish difficulty of the Austrian situ- 
ation that demand immediate action. 

The latter especially spells uneasi- 
ness for .Paris.. Aside from the moral 
ond legal responsibility of- France as a 
member of- the League of Nations to 
defend the national integrity of 
Austria, rraucc fcav.s the effect of 
German domination of that country. 
In this, indeed, she is not alone, for 
Italy wuold hot care to have Berlin 
in control on the otliér side of her 
northeastern frontier. England Is com- 
mitted to action tluough her member- 
ship in the League of Nations, but to 
Italy and France the problem is preg- 
nant with international repercussions, 
and these, two- countries would gladly 
Join in defense of , Austria's Integrity. ' 

Dàll'Bdier appreciates this situation, 
anpl would be eager to have a definite- 
reason for closer collaboration with 
Italy, and again, Dalladler must realize 
that he must be. secure at home before 
he. can turn his. eyeâ to. European 
problems: This leads us to our initial 
thesis thab the French premier wHl 
seek dictatorial powers to stabilize his 
position. The situation demands ,ac- 
tlbn, and this is impossible , when the 
ministry is. continuously threatened by 
a hostile Chamber.

Movie Attendance 
Explained in Ohio 

Madison, ' Wis.— Why do you go to 
the movies? - 

Some people go to escape from re- 
ality and others go for Insight Into 
certain characters portrayed by great 
stars, analyzed Dr. Edgar Dale, re- 
search associate of the bureau of ed\iz 
cational research at Ohio State in a. 
'recent speech. However, when you ask 
a person why he > goes to the movies 
he is most apt to relapse into thé eas- 
ier pigeon-hole and say that the mov- 
ies offer a two-hour escape from life. 
Like a Drug 

"Many people thhik that the mo- 
tion picture is llke.a drug— something 
that takes thémiijm^ft^ 
of the harsh.'^^^^rld to . which 
they Uve and bringjtibem. into, a world 
of delightful niïke-fiélievê and fan- 
cy,"/ said Dr. Dale. "It Is my belief 
that the motion picture Is an art as 
Important as music, literature, palht- 
hig,' or the drmtôgndj^lj^con- 
cept of the m$£m^'>Wetvv^ 
idle entertainment for idJe peopIe:...is 
too Ihnlted." 

That the purpose and value of the 
motion picture is only to entertain 
and amuse the public is a serious dan' 
ger has been attempted by Dr. Dale 
hi a statistical study of 115 motion 
pictures. Not only do the movies 
exert a profound influence on the 
speech and mannerisms of impres- 
sionable youth, but they actually set 
up standards [of conduct in the mind 
of those, easily influenced. 

Too Sexy 

"A practice which Is probably not 
to the credit of the movies Is theb' 
^emphasis on the treatment of sex and 
Mj^D^,'' said-Dr., Dale. "Crhne. and 
sœ^âicminted for 42 per cent of the 
motion pictures in 1920. Another critl 
clsm that can be made of the movies 
is that they overemphasize luxurious 
standards of living." . . ' 

As to the insight conception of the 
movies, bn Dale beUevés that the mo- 
tion picture should know Just what 
problems people are facing today and 
the different ways that these prob 
lems can be solved. These two con- 
ceptions of the motion picture as es 
cape and 'insight are especially im 
portant w^en you consider the Im 
mense volume of the movie public

V When I had concluded the prepara- 
tion of this'address ny atteiitton was 
called to an article In the August num- 
ber of. the AMERICAN MERCURY 
entitled "LoweU of Harvard.'^ It con- 
tains these significant sentences: ^ 

"As to the rifi;bt of the pirofessoc to 
express Ills views without restndnt 
on matters outside liis profeoorsbip, 
the prinisiple seemed equally obvious 
to Dr. Lowell. VThls ' la not • (qpierticia 
of 'imtdémié freedom in Ita'triie'ieiiuie, 
but of the' personal Uberty of tbe ettl- 
sen." The only real' question involved 
is "whether the univentty or oOUege, 



by employing htai as a professor, ac- 
quires a right to restrict his freedom 
as a citizen." President 'Lowell's an- 
swer was an emphatic no. He admitted 
possible damage to the name of the 
university, butibe/added: - "In'splte, 
however, of the ''l^^^^^i^^&S^'s 
Institution, the oiijemom^'^^^niBraint 
upon what professors may say as citi- 
zens seem to me far greater than the 
harm done by léavlng tlim free." To 

restrict the P'^^^^gl^iilS^M^^^ 
"would - produce ^«î'^W'^oPlSto&éh 
and hiunillation." it would deprive 
them of the rlghte enjoyed by mem- 
bers of other professions. Under such 
conditions "a* man would, surrender à 
part of his libe^rty; w hafche^mi ght say 
would be submitted t^EBBisorshlp 



of a board of trustees, and he would 
cease to be- a free citizen." Moreover 
if a university censors what a profes- 
sor says "it tliereby assumes respon 
sibiiity for that which it permits hln" 
to say. This is logical and Inevitable 
but it is a responsibility which an in 
stltutlon would be very unwise in as- 
suming." 

I liave taken advantage of this op 
portunlty to speak to you. because ir 
Uie fhrst histanoe^^^^^o^all my- 
self of your klndniB^^*^line to you 
some of the University's problems and 
in the second p'.ace to convince you 
if I could, that the policies of the Uni- 
versity will conthiue to be progresslv 
but sane. ^ .
